Criminal Folly to Keep up Zepp Raids 

It appears that the Zeppelin which 
was brought down in England on 
|the occasion of the latest raid was 
not struck by shots from the ground, 
but was wrecked by an aviator at- 
tacking from above. The young man 
has been awarded the Victoria Cross 
for his feat, and it certainly is one of 
the great events of the war. ‘This is 
the second time an English aviator 
has destroyed a Zeppelin in this man- 
ner. It is likely to revive faith in the 
ability of aeroplanes to develop an 
adequate defense against Zeppelins. 

A few stich experiences as that will 
tend to discourage Zeppelin raids.

A careful study of conditions would 
lead one to believe that the present 
high levels do not: exaggerate the 
facts governing the crop situation, 
Statistics on the Canadian crop esti- 
mate the production of wheat in this 
country. at one hundred and sixty- 
seven million bushels, or practically 
one-half of ‘last year’s crop. 

We must remember, however, that 
this is very close to the average pro- 
duction. Then we have the American 
crop, which is estimated at approxi- 
mately six hundred million bushels, 
whjth is the lowest average for a 
Yitimber of years, 

Both crops are going to be made 
up of a goodly quantity of very low 
grade wheat. In fact, the early ship- 
ments from Manitoba points have 
showed a very heavy run of feed 
wheat. This condition is also true in 
the Minneapolis market. Reports 
from that centre coincide with the 
statements of millers here on the 
low average of flour production of 
these low grades, 

The result is that the milling en- 
terprises will have to buy up the 
good wheat, that will mix with these 
low grades and standardize the flour. 
This accounts for the present wide- 
spread buying by the millers, which 
would naturally make the cash situ- 
ation very strong. This is evidenced 
by the premiums that are being paid 
for the top grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3, 

Market conditions for the past 
week in Winnipeg have been of a 
very narrow. trading proposition. 


Speculation is limited, and with this}, 


feature out of the market it has fore- 
ed those who want the actual wheat 
to advance prices each and every 
time they try to increase their hold- 
ings. Their offerings due to the nar- 
row market appear as a burden, the 
net result has been a very nervous 
market with wild fluctuations. 

The war situation continues to be 
a big factor, and there does not ap- 
pear to be any doubt but what suc- 
cesses of the Allies in the Balkans 
will have a depresing effect. How- 
ever, it remains to be seen (should) 
the Allies meet with these successes 
we wish for) whether Russia’s crop 
will be dumped on to the market as 
rapidly as anticipated. 


The general opinion. among the 


trade is that while we might see aj 
great deal higher price for wheat, still 
those that. own it should take advan- 


tage of present levels to market their 


holdings.

, CANADA'S FIRE LOSSES 


Canada continues her enormous fire 
losses, notwithstanding the efforts of 
many interests to reduce this drain 
upon her resources. During the one 
month of March, 1916, approxfmately 
$1,406,500 worth of created resources 
was consumed. The usual causes, 
mamely, overheated and _ defective 
‘stoves, furnaces, pipes and chimneys, 
defective wiring, dropped cigars and 


were responsible for a large share of 
the loss. Stoves and furnaces should 
be carefully éxamined for defects. 
Chimneys and stove pipes should be 
thoroughly cleaned. Stove-pipes 
found corroded and dangerous should 
be at once replaced. Too much care 
cannot be taken to guard against fire, 
It destroys both life and property. In 
1915 141 persons lost their lives in 
Canada by fire. Ordinary care only is 
required to prevent this loss, and it is 
hard to realize that Canadians are so 
blind to their own interests as not to 
appreciate this condition and give 
more attention to fire prevention. : 
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Oiling the Automobile { 


In automobile motors with two-com- 
partment crank cases and three-bear- 
ing crank-shafts it happens sometimes 
that the centre bearfhg leaks and one 
compartment will be flooded with oil 
while the other will be below level. 
A good way to test for a leaky centre 
bearing is to first drain all the oil from 
both compartments. Then place the 
same quantity of oil in each side 
slightly above the ordinary level. Ad- 
just the pump to feed the same amount 
to each reservgir. The motor then is 
operated for a day or two. Place a 
pint cup under each drain-cock and 
then open the cocks. , Note the dif- 
ference in the quantity of overflow oil 
from each side and then a fair idea 
of the amount of leakage may be 
gained. 


Slow Witl New Cars 


Never speed a new car. All motors 
are given workouts on the blocks at 
the factories, but the car in your hands 
should be kept within a speed of 20 
miles an hour or less during the first 
few weeks you have it. The moving 
parts are more or less tight when the 
car is new and they should not be 
thrown into violent operation until 
they have had time to “set” with one 
another and become well lubricated. 
It is for this reason that racing cars 
usually show better speed their second 
year out. 


Length of Finish 

The new car is perhaps the best fin- 
ished ever offered the public and for 
that reason, methods of keeping it in 
condition should be looked into as 
never before. Two seasons is not too 
long to expect a car to retain its good 
finish, providing reasonable care, as 
outlined above, is exercised. On the 
ther hand, carelessness will make it 
ook like an old machine in a month 
or two, It is doubtful if the running 
gear can-be so well preserved, for it 
gets all the abuse of the road, but to 
paint over this part is a smal) matter,

Castle of Winnipeg, former Warehouse 
Commissioner for Canada. Hé told me 
that country elevator ecales were not 
always reliable owing to the raising and 
lowering of the elevator when empty and 
loaded,

Iceland Not a Dreary Waste 


Island Rich in Natural Resources, 
Many of Which Have Not Yet 
Been Developed 


Iceland is far from being a dreary 
waste, for it exports large quantities 
of the finest grade of wool in the 
world, besides quantities. of hides, 
sheepskins, feathers, oil, fish and fish 
proquets, and curiously enough, many 

orses, The island has several natu- 
ral.resources that have never been 
developed, among them great sulphur 
deposits. One of them contains not 
less than 250,000 tons of practically 
pure sulphur. There are extensive 
deposits of copper-ore, This, while of 
a low grade, could be worked at a 
huge profit, since the waterpower is 
unlimited and always at hand wher- 
ever the copper is found, There are 
also large deposits of geyserite which 
are equal to the best Arkansas hone- 
stone. In addition there are several 
sections rich in agates and chaice- 
dony, which are widely used in mak- 
ing jewels for the bearings of wat- 
ches and electrical instruments. None 


Old Houses 


Modern Conveniences Placed With- 
out Much Difficulty 


It sometimes seems as if there 
were something radically wrong in 
the way modern living conveniences, 
such as heat, light, hot and col 
water, bath, laundry appliances, and 
the like, are presented to the farmer. 

In too many instances authorities 
seem to infer that satisfactory instal- 
lations of such conveniences can only 
‘occur when included in the construc- 
tion of new houses, 


Now, as a matter of fact, while 
inew houses are constantly being 
built upon the farms, nevertheless 


the new houses in any community 
within any one year will bear a very 
ismall ratio to the number of old 
jhouses which are being modernized. 
|The problem of the introduction of 
modern conveniences into most farms 
jis one of reconstruction rather than 
one of construction. In a majority 
of instances it is simply one of adap- 
tation. 

We are firmly of the opinion that 
lif farmers and their wives could be 
brought to sec that what they have 
already in the way of a house can 
(be converted veadily and at com- 
‘paratively smal! expense into some- 
thing more resembling a comfortable 
home, through a process of adapta- 
tion and incorporation, then the pro- 
gress of the introduction of material 
lcomforts upon the farm would be 
greatly expedited. In any given 
community very few farmers will be 
able to afford building anew in any 
one year. 

Upon the contrary, almost any 
well-to-do farmer will be able in any 
one year to put in water, or heat, or 
light, as the case may be, once it 
is shown to him that to adopt the 
installation to what he already has is 
such a simple and comparatively in- 
expensive process. 
| The neglect of the farm house, so 
notorious in the past, has been at- 
tributed to male selfishness, thought- 
lessness or indifference, when, in all 
probability, it has been due quite as 
much to ignorance of the ease with 
which conveniences might be secur- 
ed. Household engineering must 
take the direction of adaptation, 
When this point of view is surely at- 
tained, then the desired improvement 
in farm living conditions will ad- 
vance rapidly. Someone has summed 
up the “rural problem” as “better 
farming, better business, better liv- 
ing.” The two first of these already 
are well on the way; the last has 
lagged, to be sure, but.a little more

Development of Mixed Farming Will 
Seon Supercede Exclusive 
Grain Growing 


According to the Dominion Cen- 
sus of 1911, the land occupied at that 
time in Saskatchewan was 28,642,973 
acres, of: which possibly one-third is 
not yet.under cultivation, The same 
authority estimates the area of pos- 
sible’ farm land in Saskatchewan at 
9,349,000 acres.: Since the bumper 
crop of 1915 was grown on 10,967,160 
acres, it is a safe guess that the area 
of occupied farms in 1916 is not more 


than a third of the foregoing esti- 


mate of possible farm land. 
These figures of area and 

pancy are interesting from 
standpoint of production, as 
indicate a potential development of 
grain growing to a billion busliels 
in a single season. A crop in excess 
of 319,000,000 bushels was grown in 
1915 from less than 11,000,000 acres, 
half of the crop being wheat, while 
sixteen years ago six and_ three- 
quarter million bushels of grain 
from 642,000 acres was considered a 
great accomplishment. Wheat is, of 
course, the principal export crop of 
Saskatchewan and all of the surplus 
of suitable quality after providing 
for local flour mills and seed re- 
quirements is exported. Oats are 
becoming more of an export crop, 
although the greater part of this 
crop continues to be used locally for 
feeding. Barley is not largely 
grown.

ful of nitrogen and humus and has 
already developed a serious condition 
known locally as “drifting,” which 
means that the finely pulverized top 
soil is readily transported. by strong 
winds, to the loss of the owner, and 
his neighbor as well, if it contains 
seeds of noxious weeds. Exclusive 
grain growing favors. the spread of 
noxious weeds and interferes with 
their control. Live stock farming is 
the only permanently successful and 
economically profitable way of deal- 
ing with the problem of noxious 
weeds and “drifting” soils, and while 
the public generally may not be pre- 
pared to admit the fact, it is becom- 
ing more and more apparent, I may 
illustrate my point by referring to 
wild oats, under our conditions one 
of otir most serious weeds, whic 

soon ceases to be a problem when 
crops of oats or fall rye are grown 
and used as hay. 
be too abundant on many farms to be 
consumed by the present supply of 
live stock and would bt expensive to 
market, besides Raving a very limit- 
ed market value as forage. But if 
sufficient stock were kept to convert 
the crop into milk and beef, and wool 
and mutton, greatly different results 
would be obtained, 

Live stock farming as compared 
with grain growing is more depend- 
ent for its success upon adequate 
supply of water, and this more than 
anything else is the determining fac- 
tor with regard to the number of 
stock which may be maintained on 
any farm, or in any district in Sas- 
katchewan. Important sections of 
the area which I have described as 
being adapted to wheat growing are 
still inadequately supplied with 
water for stock, and until this prob- 
lem is solved the farmer cannot be 
expected to progress in stock raising. 
Conditions differ from the balmy 
days of the ranching industry, when 
the rancher’s corrals were near some 
water course and his stock ranged 
the plains, Unless a local supply of 
water is available it is not now ex- 


edient under fa g conditions .to 
ee the stock even a few miles to 
water, nor to draw water to the support 
stock, It is t, however, to ays Louis 
that in many tricts where water is!

Watch for advertising of that 
character, and when you find a firm 
that makes use of it, you may be 
pretty sure that you can shop there 
safely, It is the men who welcome 
your trade all the time who supply 
the goods to warrant constant deal- 
ings. It is in the business places of 
such firms that you can be sure of 
safe shopping.—Regina Province.

At no time in the history of the. Dom- 
inion has the necessity for increased pro- 
duction of eggs and poultry been more 
apparent than at the present time. The 
demand is unprecedented. This is true 
whether for export or for home consump- 
tion, Consumers generally and even pro- 
ducers themselves are eating more and 
more eggs. The agerage per capita con- 
Sumption of eggs in Canada this year will 
be greater than ever before. 

The market for Canadian eggs and 
poultry is very firm. Prices to producers 
are extremely high, but even at these 
prices trade is increasingly active all over 
the country. + The prospects for a con- 
tinued demand are,very bright. The 
country is facing a shortage, not only of 
current receipts, but of Canadian storage 
stocks as well. So great has been the 
export demand that we shall be obliged 
to import to meet our own requirements. 
Increased production has never rested 
upon a more secure foundation. 

That poultry on the farm are profitable 
needs no argument. Eggs now rank as a 
staple article in the products of the farm. 
Poultry flocks can be increased materially 
without much additional outlay for build- 
ings and equipment, and the increased 
labour involved is not such as will bear 
heavily upon the time of those charged 
with the care of the stock. Some object 
to the present price of feed, but when it 
is considered that the selling price of the 
product is from forty to sixty per cent. 
higher than it was two years ago, the 
margin of profit is such as will compare 
favourably with that obtainable elsewhere 
on the farm, 

Canadian egg producers have responded 
well to the call for increased production. 
The country as a whole which was im- 
porting eggs a few years ago, has, in the 
aggregate, produced more than sufficient 
for its own requirements this year and 
last, Between seven and eight million 


dozen were shipped during the first week. 


of October. Yet the supply on the British 
market is still short, and there is a de- 


mand for many millions more. Increased 


production, more and better poultry, 
should be the motto of every Canadian 
farm and homestead,

vinees of Ontario and Prince Edward 
Island. Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Quebec do not produce sufficient for 
their own requirements, They ought to 
do more; and there is now an opportunity 
for the Western Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta to demonstrate 
to Canada and the Empire as a whole 
what they can do in this connection in 
this great hour of trade expansion, The 
first experimental shipments of eggs from 
Winnipeg to the British market are either 


now, or soon will be, on their way, and]: 


it is hoped that the increase in production 
in the Western Provinces in the ensuing 
year will be such as to warrant the open- 
ing up of a big trade in this direction. 
Eggs are scarce in Canada at the present 
time. Current prices are high, and a 
sharp decline immediately following the 
conclusion of the war is not anticipated. 
When prices advance gradually, as has 
been the case in staple food products, 
they decline slowly. It will take some 
years to re-establish the normal meat 
supply upon the markets of the world, 
and while prices of goods are high, people 
will continue to use increasingly large 
quantities of eggs. This condition will 
naturally be reflected in the matter of 
price. This is the situation. 
may draw their own conclusions.
